2. The Working Group will have the following! terms of 
reference. 

Budgetary Savings : 

(i) to study in depth the present Indian fiscal system 
and to suggest measures to make it price elastic so 
as to avoid erosion in public savings in a period of 
inflation; 

(ii) to examine causes of stagnation in the rate of budge¬ 
tary savings of the Centre and State Governments 
and suggest changes in the existing fiscal system and 
tax structure with a view to ensuring a continuous 
rise in the budgetary savings ratio with particular 
reference to the following; 

(a) taxation of agricultural income in India to in¬ 
crease the contribution of agriculture to finance 
public sector investment; 

(b) need anij efficacy of the existing fiscal conces¬ 
sions given to the private corporate sector to 
promote industrial investment and growth. 

(iii) the extent of tax evasion and measures to prevent 
the same to enlarge tax revenues; 


(iv) the level of budgetary subsidies particularly relating 
to food, fertilisers and export and the measures to 
reduce, them to the minimum without adversely 
affecting price stability, agricultural output and export 
promotion. 

Savings of Public Sector Undertakings : 

fi) to examine the. scope of enlarging savings of the 
public sector undertakings particularly through : 

(a) adjustment/revision of price of various products 
produced in the public sector keeping in view 
their impact on overall price stability, cost es¬ 
calation, etc.; and 

(b) better capacity utilisation, adoption of better 
management techniques, inventory control, etc. 

(ii) to suggest measures to avoid erosion in the savings 
of public sector undertakings in a period of inflation; 

Transfer of household savings for public sector Investment: 

(i) to study the various investments currently used to 
transfer household savings to finance public sector 
investment—market borrowings, small savings, pro¬ 
vident funds, life insurance, etc. 

(i) to examine the scope of enlarging savings of the 
larger household savings in financial form so as to 
finance public sector investment in a non-inflationary 
manner; 

3. The Chairman of the Working Group may, if deemed 
necessary, constitute one or more Sub-Groups and associate 
such official or non-official members as may be required, with 
these Sub-Groups, 

4. The non-official member of the Working Group from 
Hyderabad will be paid DA & TA at rates applicable to a 
Grade I officer of the Central Government for attending meet¬ 
ings of the Working Group. He will also be permitted to 
travel by air. 

5. The Working [Group is requested to submit its Report 
by the end of December, 1983.
